Loxpor, June 10, 3 a. u. Charles Dickens 
died at twenty umutes past six last evening, 
of paralysis. 

Loxpow, Jude 9, 10 r. u.—The London 
Globe in lis last edition this evening startled 
the community with the announcement that 
Charles Dickens bad been seized with paral 
Fels and wee lying insensibie at his residence 
at Ged’s Hill, near Rochester, in Kent. The 
news spread rapidly, and created the most 
profoand regret, but the worst was still to 
come. Telegrams have since been received 
ennouncing the death of the great novelist 
at s quarter past six last evening. Mr. 
Dickens was at dinner on Wednesday, chen 
be was scized with a fit. 

Dr. Steele. of the village of Strood, who 
was for many years the family physician of 
Mr. Dickens, was immediately called in, and 
remained tii] nearly midnight. The condition 
of the patient becoming worse and worse, it 
was deemed advisable to summon a physician 
from London. Telegrams were promptly dis- 
patebed, and this morning several London 
pbysicians arrived at Gad’s Hul. A consulte- 
tion was beld, and the case was at once pro. 
nounced hopeless. The patient sank gradu- 
ally, and died at fifteen minutes past six this 
evening. Mr. Dickens bad been Ul for seve- 
ral days, but not seriously. He had even 
visited Rochester and other points during 
the present week. 

Lorpos, June 10.—The death of Dickens 
has plunged the nation {ato mourning. All 
the Loudon papers have obituary articles this 
morning. 

The Times says the ordinary expressions of 
regret are pow cold and conventional. Mu- 
lions of people feel the persona) bereavement. 
Statesmen, savans, and benefactors of the 
race when they die cam leave no such void. 
They cannot, like this great novelist, be an 
inwate of every house. 

The Daily Times says without intellectual 
pedigree, his writings formed an era ia En- 
gitsh literature. He was generous, loving, 
and universally beloved. He leaves, like 
Thackeray, an unfinished story. 

The Morning Post says Charles Dickens did 
more than any cotemporary to make English 
literature toved and admired. 

The Telegraph regards the distinguished 
dead as public servant, whose task ls nobly 
fulfilled. 


Another scoount says Mr, Dickens was en- 
tertainirg a dinner party at his house at 
Gade Hill Mrs. Hogart, who was seated 
near him, observed evident signs of distress 
upon his countenance. She then made the 
remark to him that he would beill. To this 
Mr. Dickens replied: On, no, I bas only 
got a headache. I shal) be better presently. 
He then asked that the open window 
be shut. Almost immediately be be 
came uscomscious, «and fell back 
bis chair issensibdic. He was im 
mediately conveyed to room, 
aed medical attention summoned. Mr. 
Dickévs still remained uweonscious, and 
never recovered animation. His son and 
daughters remained steadinstly at his bed- 
pide until bis death. It is stated that Mr. 
Dickens has several mes of late complained 
thai he experienced considerable difficulty in 
working, because his powers of application 
were becoming impaired. He also said that 
bis thoughts no longer came to him pont 
neously, as in formertimes. While at Pres 
ton he had need of medical aid, and called 
upon a physician, who warned bim no* to 
continue reading, because he was doing 80 
at the peril of bis life. 

Lompos, June 10.—Thée death of Mr. Dick 
ens causes profound sorrow throughout the 
land Mr. Dickens wes apparent in good 
health on Wednesday, when he wrote several 
pages of his novel, Edwin Drood.

THE CUBAN LOBBY INVESTIGATION. 

Wasmtnoton, June 10.—The investigation 
into the conduct of the Ameriean Commis- 
sioners who negotiated the San Domingo 
treaty, and the alleged revelations teudlug to 
the implication of members of Congress in 
the so-called Cuban lobby, have furnished 
matter for considerable sensation ia both 
Louses of Congress, In the House especially 
there was quite a scene cver the fulflllmeut of 
an order directing the Sergeant-at-Arms to 
bring to the bar of the House the corre- 
spondent of the New York Post, to show cause 
why be should not be expelled from the re- 
porter’s gallery for reiterating in a dispatch 
published yesterday, and one published on 
Monday, that which had been denied in the 
House, and in which it was stated that an 
agent of the Cuban lobby, named Taylor, saw 
Representatives G ., of Kentucky, 
Dewees, of North Carolina, Fitch, of Nevada, 
and McCormick, of Missouri; that it was not 
positively known who accepted bribes 
aud who did not, but that it was 
conclusive that bribes were tendered. 
The correspot dent, amid the keenest interest 
in the House, returned written answers to the 
questions submitted by members through the 
Speaker, which were to the effect that he 
based his dispatch on au official document 
which had been before the grand jury of this 
district, and which it is understood is in the 
form of au affidavit from one N. B. Taylor, 
wherew be alleges that he approached the 
members of Congress named, but with what 
result is not stated. Additional interest was 
given the correspoudent’s statement by the 
virtual admission of Gen. Batler that such an 
affidavit was before his investigating com- 
mittee, but that it did not in his opinion im- 
plicate the members named. 

To the principal inquiry which was made, 
namely, as to who furnished the correspond- 
ent this affidavit, the latter declined to an- 
sewer, whereuper the whole matter was refer- 
red to a select committee of five for investi- 
gation. 

Just after the proceedings ended, Mr. Fitch 
received @ telegram dated at Montreal, to-day, 
from N. B. Taylor, denying that he had ever 
appioacbed Fitch, McCormick, Golladay or 
Butler, of Tennessee, in the manner stated. 
Genera] Butier’s committee has been endeay- 
oring for some time to get hold of this man 
Taylor, who is known in Washington as an 
ex army contractor, bailing from Chicago, 
but be semajos in Montreal de/ying the sum- 
mons of the House. 

One of the amusing incidents of the whole 
affair is that Butlers committee was ralsed 
to investigate the manner in which official 
news leaked into the newspapers, etc., and 
vet the main pointe of the testimony he has 
taken ou this inquiry bave nearly all leaked 
out. The friends of Cube very generally al- 
lege that the State Department or the Span- 
ish Minister have farnished these recent pub- 
ications in order te throw discredit upon the 
Cuban cause. The select committee will be 
able to show the House in a few days whether 
there is any truth in that. 

NATURALIZATION. 

The friends of the naturalization bill de 
feated yesterday secured to-day a reconsid- 
eration and recommittal of the same to the 
Judiciary Committee. This committee will 
not be called ayain at tis seasion for reports, 
end there is DO Way in which the eubject can 
be again browght before the House at this 
seesion. A reconsideration was carried by a 
very close vote to-day, and would bave been 
lost if there had not been some absen!ces on 
the Democratic side. 

SHIPPING. 

The two committees of commerce are 
joiutly considering a vill for the reivai of the 
ship-building interests, A delegation of ship 
bullcers oppose tbe third section of the Sen- 
ate bill, which authorizes the Treasury De- 
partment to issue American registers to 
foreizn-built veescls. No bill has yet been 
agiced On.

Four Attempts Made to Kill a Man 
Charged with Sedaction. 


He Ward Beecher on the

SOEME AT THE TOMBS 

New Yoma, dune i0.—This afernoon at 
the Tombs Police Court Miss Adah F. Meyer, 
daughter of Mrs. Vreeland, of divorce no- 
torlety, came before Justice Dowling, at the 
Tombs, as the principal la an examination, 
she having charged Mr. Robert Schroeder, a 
merchant of this city, with having seduced 
and made an attempt to have an abortion 
practiced upon ber. During the examination 
Mis. Vreeland, who is the woman who one 
day during the McFarland trial interrupted 
its proceedings, rushed into the room, and 
with a large-sized butcher-knife made an at- 
tack on Mr. Schroeder. Four times she at 
tempted te stab him, every blow being almed 
at the heart, The blows, howeser, were 
misdirected, and the infuriated woman failed 
to accomplish ber purpose. Justice Dowl- 
ing, before whom the examination was going 
on, seized Mrs. Vreeland’s aim and saved ber 
from committing a capital crime. The spir- 
ited woman was immediately arrested and 
locked up to answer for felonious assault, and 
her daughter was confined in the same cell 
with her. Mr. Schroeder was discharged 
from arrest, and nothing more will come of 
the matter until Mn. Vreeland is brought to 
trial upon the charge of felonious assault with 
aitempt to kill. 

New Tonk, Jane 10.—An immense andi- 
ence attended the Plymouth Church meeting 
this evening, when Henry Ward Beecher 
feelingly sliuded to the death of Charles 
Dickens. No death since that of Walter 
Scott, he said, had brought such grief in the 
civilized world. Dickens was a household 
name. Of the most genial sympathies and 
most humane feelings, he took bold of the 
great middie class and ennobled it. Dickeas 
did not live in the highest sphere of spir- 
itual effort. He was not a producer 
of morbid feeling, nor had he any tendencies 
toward license aod dissipation. All his 
writiogs raised up mankind to purity aud 
pobility, and he [Mr. Beecher] looked upon 
the time that he passed in the company of 
the deceased as the most pleasing passage in 
bie life. Mr. Dickens did well, and did all his 
work well. He died at the full of his life, 
and had he lived longer every year must have 
weakened the tone of his mind.

The Death ot Cartes Dickens. 

Side by side with Waiter Scorr, the 
best loved story-teller who ever held the 
magic wand, and since the death of 
GorTuE the most eminent man of letters 
who has flourished in Europe, is dead 
OuarLes Dickens, with the harness on 
his back, was struck down by paralysis in 
Londen at fifteen minutes alter six 
o'clock last Thursday evening. It is sale 
to declare that no man who wrote the 
Anglo-Saxon tongue, except the good Sir 
Water, contributed in his time so much 
enjoyment to the rich and poor, to the 
young and old; and it may be said of him, 
as the sturdiest of the moralists of Britain 
said of the greatest of English players, but 
with still truer and more sounding em- 
phasis, “his death hath eclipsed the gaiety 
of nations and impoverished the public 
stock of harmless pleasure.” 

DICKENS 1 DEAD. That is the word 
that passes from lip to lip in a vacant, 
tremulous, hali-incredulous way. Dior - 
ENS I8 DEAD. People scarce believe it. It 
sounds like a dream dreamed when the 
sense is half awake. Standing as it were 
upon the shore of life, and quite aghast at 
the sudden and unexpected tidings that 
are flashed across the sea, the mind, unable 
to realize the truth and force of the ides, 
is thrown beck among a multitude of 
ghostly forms that rise trom out the waves 
and press around with countenances 
marvelously vivid and uniike. What 
a fantastic mob of shadows, familiar 
and grotesque! What a world of specters, 
grim and bright, sunny and sorro rful, 
noble and sordid, beautiful and degraded, 
droll, odd and touching, pompous and pa- 
thetic; the saints, the tairies and the gob- 
lins, the brownies and the satyrs of the 
modern English hearth-hold apd wood- 
side! Is there anybody that does not 
Is there anybody who, 
looking now out into the mist, does not 
recognize the face oi every one? The re- 
spectable Mr. Proxwick and his excellent 
friends the WELLERSs, uncle and nephew;

Certainly the death of no man not hold- 
ing power or sovereignty over the mate- 
ria} interests of men could startle the 
world as it will be startled by the death of 
this great story-teller, Many thousands 
of readers who are at this moment 
more immediately under his influence will 
experience a painful sense of positive and 
@frect personal loss; but the mass of read- 
ers, the bigh-bred, the middle classes and 
the humble, will peruse the cable dis 
patches with but a dim and vague concep- 
tion of their meaning until reflection and 
recollection gather them into the shadow of 
a deep and lasting regret. It was the rare 
quality of the genius of Cuar.es Dickens 
that, like the genius of SHAKSPEARE and 
Bonns and Watter Scorr, it was un 
versa! no less than original. The genius 
of Tac seldom ventured out of 
the best circles. He wrote for people of 
culture. The genius of CHARLOTTE 
BRontTe was intense, but narrow. She, 
too, wrote for a class. The genius of 
DicxeNxs—less trained than the one and by 
nature leas artistic than the other—vw lat- 
ing all laws and defying all precedents— 
combined the sensitive and the robustious 
in degree so remarkable that it won all 
hearts. It made its way as surely in the 
great houses of Maytair as in the shops 
and alleys of the Strand. It was equally 
admired by the patricians and by the peo 
ple ot England; and, shough English in 
every particle and dealing only with 
English lite, it so overflowed with the poe - 
try of human nature that it impressed 
itself with hardly leas force upon the un- 
agination of a race of men which has bat 
an obscure notion of the sources from 
which it drew its wspirations and shaped 
its creations. The writings of Cusn 
Dres are read with as sincere delight 
in Fifth avenue asin Pall Mall; in Texas 
as in Temple Bar; in Kentucky as in Dev- 
onah ire They are read by grandfathers 
and their grandchildren, by indolent pleas- 
ure-scekers and earnest men of business, 
by women and girl$ and boys. “I know 
one little girl,” said Tuackenar, “who, 
when she is happy, reads Nich- 
olas Nickleby; when she is un- 
happy, reads Nicholas Nickleby;

How many of us 
are there not, who may say the like, not 
only of Nicholas Nickleby, but of ball a 
score of its tellows we like as well or bet- 
ter? Was ever a nobler poor man’s .can- 
ticle said or sung than the Chimes? Was 
ever a more gracious, a more loving char- 
ity sermon listened to than the Christmas 
Carol? Was ever 4 sweeter or truer 
household fairy tale told by the fireside 
than the Cricket on the Hearth? What a 
store of gentle pity and tender fancies and 
ringing laughter abounds in them all; 
what a brown and genial philosophy; 
what summer idyls and holiday cheer, 


what fair and beautiful and comic images 
that bring out the contrasts of human na 
tureand make us wiser and better for be- 
ing kind and tolerant one to another! 

The hand that held the magic has drop- 
ped the wand. The heart that overflowed 
with such noble sympathies and healihy 
enjoyment is cold forever. 
sion will follow to the grave not alone the 
visible but the invisible, and a wonderful 
troop will guard it through the watches of 
the day and night,more constant than the 
stars, less perishable than the grass and 
flowers. If they should lay him in the 
gloomy Poet's Corner of the grand eld 
Abbey, by the side of those who in song 
were famous centuries ago, and to whem 
English letters owe somuch, he will not 
be least among the worthies, nor be 
watched with less vigilance and love. Or 
if they place him in Kensal Green, near 
Hoop and Lams, they will still. tollow 
him, those spirits of his fancy, telling the 
world, from year to year, how great he 
was, and how sacredly they keep his man- 
ory and bie fame.

EL JomNson, and all the rest, the pride 
and the glory of England, who look out 
from her castles and her manors upon 
mankind and point to the greatness of 
Albion in lines of Anglo-Saxon poetry 
and song, not less than deeds of Anglo 
Saxon valor, integrity, and science. 

It is impossible to write as the heart 
would write. The shadows grow thick 
and importunate, bripging back old joys 
and hopes and grieis and disapppoint. 

The mor- 
tality of lite, the futility of all effort, be- 
come painfully distinct, associated some- 
how with the memory of Caarues Dick- 
exs and his characters.

Twenty-one Methods of Hobbery. 

There are now pending before Congress 
two hundred and thirty bills granung 
land to different corporations and for dil- 
ferent purposes. These bills are classed by 
a Washington correspondent under twen- 
ty-one different heads, the whole highly 
indicative of the progress which land grab- 
bing is making, trom a fine art to the 
higher standard of a science. They are as 
follows: 

1. New grants, asking for from six to 
forty sections per mile of track, with the 
prospect ofa rise in the demand to fifty 
or sixty sections, of 640 acres each, per 
mile of track, as Congress grows more in- 
dulgent. 

2. Extending the time on old grants, so 
as to enable the march of population to 
surround the lands granted, and bring up 
the price to a point which will enable the 
company to build the road out of the 
grant without calling in outside capital. 

J. Reviving extinct grants which have 
lapsed because the jobbers had no mouey 
and could not build the road without. 

4. Buttering former grants, as in the 
case of the Northern Pacific, which, fiad- 
ing thatsome of the sections it expected 
to have got have been taken up by actual 
setilers, gets Congress to give it as many 
new sections somewhere else as it thought 
it was going to bave. 

5. Explaming old grants into new ours, 
as in the case of the Central Brauch Union 
Pacific, which runs from Atchison one 
hundred miles west to nowbere, the vvjeci 
of the explanation being to satisty the 
stockbholders thata railroad running no- 
where shall have its land just as if it run 
somew here. 

6. Granting lands in the Western States 
in aid of railroads in Eastern States, as, 
for instance, a million acres in Montana to 
build a road in Massachusetts—a very 
happy idea that, showing remarkable 
ingenuity; as the apostie enjoins, Not 
each one his own, but every man another's 
wealth.” 

7. Southern grants of, say ten sections 
per mile, in such manner that, if the land 
can be found down South, well; if not, 
take it where it can be found. 

8. Manorial grants for establishing « 
local aristocracy in localities where first- 
class gentlemen are greatly needed to ex- 
ert a missionary influence; one of these 
grants, the Florida Archipelago, to a canal 
company, and another presents a huge 
county in Louisiana to a railroad com- 
pany. 

9. Granting rights of way only, which 
never pass because they have no money in 
them. 

10. Agreeing that the Government will 
run the road u the company, alter selling 
its lands, cannot make it pay. 

11. Granting lands already sold, with a 
proviso that, on finding them sold, the 
Government will pay out of the Treasury 
$1 25 per acre for every acre intended to 
have been granted. This is a money de- 
mand instantly, and very ingenious. 

12. Granting the proceeds of the sale of 
land, the Government having the trouble 
and expense of selling, and the railroads 
bemg relieved of all risk and trouble, ex- 
cept to receive the cash. 

13. Paying railroads out of the Treas- 
ury lor widening their gauge, say 50,000 
acres of land, or the proceeds, for twenty 
miles of track widened. This is very 
smart! 

14 Enabling grantees, who cannot raise 
the money necessary to get title to their 
{ grants, to mortgage them in advance of 
getting title, so as to raise the money to 
buy them with—a capital idea for those 
who have no other capital but ideas. 

15. Swindling the Indians, by providing 
that railroad companies may buy the land 
of the Indians direct, without the inter. 
position of Government officers. 

16. Confiscating Indian reservations by 
granting to railroad companies lands 
which have been set apart for the In- 
dians, on the pretense that the Indians 
have waiyed their claims and are anxious 
to sell. 

17. Expanding former grants, as where 
a company in its modesty only asked ten 
sections, and now baving built the road 
and finding it costs more than it might 
bave cost, they ask to have their grant 
“made equal to that of the Northeru Pa- 
cific.” 

18. Grants of land between the Rocky 
Mountains and the Sierras, to aid in build- 
ing the levees of the Mississippi, an ob- 
ject which, uke the poor, we have always 
with us.” 

19. For building wagon roads, so many 
sections a standard that a two-wheeled 
conveyance carrying a boy can be driven 
over it without upeetting, if one man trav 
els on each side of the conveyance, holding 
down the shaft with a stout rope. 

20. For aiding canals, building ditches 
for irrigation, and 80 on. 

21. For special services, as, for instance, 
to one man who found a spring in a desert; 
to another who explored a canon; to s 
third who found a mine.

In England it is much easier fora lord to 
wake up and find himself famous than it is for 
a man who has neither rank nor wealth to 


| beck his ability—so very much ea ler that the 


difference ts appalling. 

Mr Dickens was now ilo the fall tide of 
success. Of course the editor of the price- 
less Pickwickian manuscripts did not lack 
for brilliant proposals from the leading Lon- 
don publishers. He accepted from Mr. Benut- 
ley the editorship of his Miscellany, in the 
second number of which, for February, 1%57, 
appeared the first installment of “Oliver 
I wist.“ The story, admirably illustrated by 
George Cruikshank, at once became a favor- 
ite, and Is stin regarded a8 one 
of the autbor's most striking novels. “Oliver 
Twist,” like “Nicholas Nickleby’’ (which 
wes iseucd in shilling numbers, ual- 
form with “Pickwick,"’ shortly after the 
completion of that work), dealt with abuses 
and crucities which prevailed in certain 
public institutions, and was happily lustru- 
mental im repealing laws thet sanctioned 
gross injustice. It is noticeable that in most 
O his novels Mr. Dickens has battled with 
some covert wrong against society, and, while 
edding to literature a crowd of imperishab‘e 
creations, bas tengbt us the deepest lessons 
ot human love aud charity. Mr. Dickens, in 
1840, undertook the production of a series of 
tales in weekly numders, under the general 
title ot Master Humphrey's Clock.“ Ft was 
in this series that The Old Curiosity Suop“ 
and “Barnaby Rudge“ were first given to the 
world. While “Master Humpbrey’s Clock” 
was still running, Mr. Dickens edited the 


“Memoirs of Joseph Grimald!’,’ the celebrated | 


clown. 

On finishing “Master Humphrey's Clock“ 
Mr. Dickens sailed from England for the 
United States, to gather material for 3 
volume upon the men and manners of the 
New World. Returning to England, he pub- 
lished American Notes for General Circula- 
tion” m 1848. Having outgrown many of 
the follies which were indeed fair objects for 
apy man’s satire, we look back with wonder 
on the protests which these bright crisp 
Notes drew from American readers. The 
same keen eye that discovered Mr. 
Pecksnifi in England could not ea l 
keep itself shut while Mr. Dickens was 
making his memorable tour through tue 
Northern and Southern States. The abeurd- 
ity end wrong de saw among us he treated 
in the same spirit with which he had treated 
the sins and shams of bis own people—writ 
ing of New York or Boston as he would 
have written of London, or Dublin, or Paris, 
if the same opportunity had arisen,

“American Notes“ were not, at the period of 
their issue, pleasant reading. Pos- 
sibly it wasa saving sus on our owa 
part that we were not entirely faultless as 6 
people that rendered us 50 im the 
year of grace 1842. 

‘Martin Chuzzlewit’’ appeared in numbers 
in 1844, and in the summer of that year the 
author visited Italy. He returned home efter 
an ateence of several months, to assist in 


ablest writers of the day, he issued in Janu- 
ery, 1846, the fret number of the Daily Newer, 
actirg as editor-in-chief, and contributing to 
ite cclumns the results of his Italian journey, 
subsequently reprinted in book form as e- 
tures from Italy.“ The Daily News well un- 
der way, Mr. Dickens retired from the edito- 
rial management lu order to devote himself 
to pursuits more congenial and important. 

It was in 1843 that be gave us the first of 
his inimitable Christmas books, A Christmas 
Carol“ the second, “The Chimes,’’ in 1545, 
and the third, “The Cricket on the Hearth,” 
in 1846. To this catalogue the reader can add 
the ttle of many a charming holiday volume, 
wholly or ip part from Mr. Dickes pen. It 
bas been pleasantly said that Christmas in 
Engleod owes most of its cheer and kindly 
usage to Charles Dickens—thal It le his good 
heart which beats in England's bosom at 
Curis' mas time. 

In 1847-8 Mr. Dickens published ‘‘Dombey 
and Son;” fn 1849-50, “David Copperfield”; 
“Bleak House“ in 1853; Hard Times“ 
1854; and “Little Dorrit’ In 1856. In 19850 
Mr. Dickens started Household Words, « 
weekly miscellany of popular literature, 
which he conducted until 1850, when, in con- 
sequence ofa misunderstandiog that had 
arisen between him and bis publishers, he 
discontinued the journal, and in its place es- 
tablished All the Year Round, which he was 
editing at the time of bis death. “A Tale of 
Two Cities,”” “The Uncommercial 2 
ard “Great Expectations,” first appeared io 
the pages of Ali the Year 

In 1864 Mr. Dickens published Our Ma- 
tual Friend,“ in the old, familiar green covers 
that have become dear to the public. Since 
then he has written nothing, except a briet 
sketch, or an occasional essay for bis journal, 
until) he began “‘The Mystery of Edwin 
Drood,” which Is still unfluished. 

The cireumstances of Mr. Dickens’ second 
visit to the United States require no more 
than a passing mention. His various “ read- 
lunge in our principal cities made it plain why 
be bai borne in Engiand the reputation of 
being the best amateur actor ot his time. 

Mr. Dickens resided at Gad’s Hi, in Kent, 
about an hour’s ride by railway from London, 
on the road to the beautiful old cathedral 
town of Canterbury, celebrated for its his- 
torical associations, and for being the metro- 
politan see of an Kugland. In Saakespeare’s 
time Gad’s Hill was a notorious locality for 
robberies, and the poet has immortalized the 
spot in the first partof King Henry IV.“ ( Act 
II., Se. 2) by selecting it as the scene of Sir 
John Falstafi’s discomfiture at the bands of 
his boon companions, Prince Hal and Polas, 
who, disguised as footpads, rob the fat knight 
of the thousand pounds he has just stolen 
from the travelers. A more genial interest 
attaches itself to Wad's Hill as being the home 
of the novelist. The house is one of 
thore comfortable old-fashioned man- 
sions which seem to have taken root 
nowhere but in the most picturesque 
parte of rural England, and are the brick and- 
mortar embodiment of the idea of home. It 
is related that when Mr. Dickens was « very 
yourg man, he used to walk by the house 
and jestingly remark that he intended to pur- 
chare the property some day, lite dreaming 
that before be bad reached his prime he 
would mdeed be the oceupant and owner of 
Ged's Hill Place.
